D. you want a guarantee that your car will 
burst into life every time you press the starter 
button this winter? 

There are five vital spots on your car that 
simply can’t deliver the goods when the tem- 
perature drops below freezing—unless they’re 
in the best of condition. And they all have to 
be in good condition at the same time; they 
work as links of a chain when you press the 
starter, and the chain is no stronger than its 
weakest link. A brand-new battery, for exam- 
ple, won’t give its best performance if you 
don’t take care of the ignition points. 

If you want the family sleigh to be a real 
self-starter this winter, here are five critical 
check points: 


1. Spark plugs should be clean and dry exter- 
nally, and in good condition internally. They 
should be checked for proper gap, cleanliness, 
cracked insulators, dirty electrodes, and for 
excessive carbon. Replace worn-out plugs or 
plugs with cracked insulators. 


2. Distributor. You should inspect the distrib- 
utor, looking for oil deposits, cracked cap, and 
burned or pitted distributor points. 

Inside the distributor cap are brass elec- 
trodes. If these are burned or corroded, in- 
stall a new cap. Inspect the wires for spongi- 
ness and breaks in insulation. Have the wire 
sockets in the distributor cleaned and pol- 
ished for better, more positive coatact. If new

5 Oil. One of the basic causes of 
hard starting in cold weather is the 
increased thickness (viscosity) of 
the engine oil. As the thermometer 
falls, the oil in the crankcase and 
transmission congeals. The starter 
must work much harder to turn the 
engine over against the added re- 
sistance of the thicker oil. 

You should use the grade of oil 
specified by the car manufacturer, 
particularly in the case of a new or 
fairly new car. If, however, your 
car has considerable mileage on it, 
consult your service station.

A carburetor with dirty jets, 
leaks, or poor linkage is a bad risk

on a cold morning. In fact, the en- 
tire fuel system—carburetor, fuel 
pump, gas line, and tank—can’t do 
its job well if any part of it is dirty 
or not properly adjusted. And if 
you take your car from a heated ga- 
rage and leave it parked in sub-zero 
temperatures after a short drive, 
you should use a gasoline additive 
which prevents condensation and 
consequent freezing of the gas line. 

Be sure the antifreeze you use in 
your cooling system will protect 
your car during the coldest tem- 
perature that can be expected in 
your community. Beware of using 
so-called “permanent” antifreeze 
more than one year. 

But take care of all five major 
points and your engine will snort 
into life even when the steering 
wheel is so cold you can’t touch it 
with your bare hands.

Corncobs protect roses 


Ground corncobs make a good winter mulch for roses, 
says Dr. Griffith Buck of Iowa State College. But he 
qualifies this with one provision: the cobs must be kept 
dry. When they get wet they lose most of their insulat- 
ing value. 

At the college, winter conditions are about as severe 
as in any spot where hybrid-teas will survive. They use 
a wooden frame the size of the rose bed, and fill it 
with ground cobs. Then they cover the frame and cobs 
with a watertight cover. 

Cylinders of roofing paper can be used to hold the 
cobs around roses in less severe climates. My personal 
preference is still a mound of soil, which continues ta 
protect even after it gets wet. 


Light bulb joins hoe 


Newest tool in producing ornamental plants may be 
the light bulb. At the Plant Industry Station, Belts- 
ville, Maryland, U.S.D.A. scientists have had some 
phenomenal results with extra light. 

They have stepped up the growth rate of weigelas 
nearly 10 times by supplying them with an extra 4 
hours of light each day. Weigelas grown in a 14-hour 
day produced 19 inches of new growth in a 2-month 
period, compared to 21% inches of growth for similar 
plants grown in a normal 12-hour day. 

Because extra light does have such a stimulating 
effect on plants, there is a strong possibility that more 
extensive use of lights in the garden will have unfore- , 
seen effects—not necessarily good ones. 

We have long known that extra light at night will 
prevent chrysanthemums from flowering, and that it 
upsets the normal dormancy pattern of other orna- 
mental plants. 

A special project of several year’s duration is being 
set up at Rutgers University to study and chart these 
effects of garden lights. 


Sawdust mulches boost yields 


In recent years, as more gardeners have become inter- 
ested in the advantages of mulching, all sorts of mate- 
rials have been tried and tested—peanut hulls, ground 
corncobs, Spanish moss, and vermiculite, for example. 
Surprisingly, one of the best mulches—sawdust—is 
little used in this country even though it is cheap, 
widely available, and well tested. The English, Ger- 
mans, and Japanese use sawdust routinely. 
Tests made in Canada show that sawdust mulches 
increase strawberry and loganberry yields by 3,000

Extension cords— get the right sizes and types 


Extension cords of adequate ca- 
pacity are just as important as light 
bulbs in assuring a flickerless 
Christmas display. The ordinary 
flat cords—‘‘zipcords’’—are com- 
monly used to power tree lights 
indoors. Outdoors, though, you 
should use a round cord. Most 
round cords will have heavier rub- 
ber or plastic insulation and will 
stand greater abuse. 

Zipcord and the average round 
cord will have No. 18 or No. 16 
wire. Use one with No. 16—the 
heavier size—on long spans, if you 
find you need to buy extra exten- 
sions. It would be well worth your 
while, if you’re doing outdoor dis- 
play, to spend an extra dollar or 
two and buy No. 14 wire. Like a 
small garden hose, a long thin 
wire gives only a trickle of electric- 
ity by the time the current reaches 
the end. Small wires will heat up 
quickly, too, wasting electricity. 

Tops for outdoor usage is a heavy 
cord with three wires. The third is 
a grounding wire to connect to any 
metal light fixtures, and so on, pre- 
venting shock and shorts from a 
live wire accidentally touching the 
fixture. 

The best place to connect the 
outdoor extension cord is to some 
permanent, outdoor receptacle box 
around your house. The receptacle 
box can have an outlet in it that 
will accept both 3-wire and 2-wire 
cords. Next best place to obtain 
power is from some outdoor fix- 
ture such as a driveway light post, 
agarage light, or porch light. You 
can use indoor wall outlets, if nec- 
essary, by inserting a snug-fitting 


board in a partially raised window 
with a notch in the board for lead- 
ing the cord outside. 

When you must leave the cover 
off an exposed outdoor light outlet 
to plug in an extension cord, keep 
rain out by covering the fixture 
with a plastic refrigerator bag, 
lashed down with some twine. Al- 
ways try to place the extension 
cords where they'll best escape 
moisture. Where likely to be dam- 
aged, a cord on the ground can be 
protected by laying a board over 
it. Another trick is to remove the 
plug and slide the cord through an 
old garden hose. 

Only an elaborate yuletide dis- 
play will overload one of your 
house circuits. Blown fuses usually 
result from plugging into a circuit 
that is already overloaded with ra- 
dios, toasters, and other appliances. 
If you’re having problems like this 
—dim-outs, blown fuses, and so on 
—the source of your trouble is un- 
doubtedly in your wiring system. 
Best, then, to consult your local 
utility company for expert advice 
and remedies. 

A string of fifteen C-714 Christ- 
mas bulbs uses slightly less current 
than one 100-watt bulb; the ordi- 
nary 15-ampere house circuit will 
carry 240 of the C-7!4 bulbs and be 
loaded only to 80 percent capacity. 
Best is to add up the wattage of the 
Christmas lights and other items 
on the circuit and to disconnect 
something else during the holidays 
—or put part of the Christmas 
lights on another circuit if the total 
is over 1,800 watts (the maximum 
for a 15-ampere circuit).

Underwriters’ knot prevents 
strain on plug when cord is 
“snapped” from connection 
or twisted in outlet. 

Pull knot tight—it’s one 
that doesn’t crimp the wires 
— and draw it down snug in. % 
side plug before connecting. 
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Loop wires around prongs of 
plug. This further prevents a 
strain on connections. 

Bend the bared ends clock- 
wise around the screws on 
plate connectors. That way, 
they're sure to stay in place 
when tightened. 


Don’t forget the insulatie : 
cover plate for plug. If it fits 
loosely, place few drops 
household cement beneath. 

Try to avoid springing thé 
prongs. You'll only loosen the 
connectors and make early 
placement necessary.

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Winter care of evergreens 


Start winter protection before the 


snow flies or the ground freezes— 


it’s more prevention than a cure 


ss can bring your evergreens 
through the winter undamaged, if 
you anticipate the extremes of 
weather and prepare for them in 
advance. 

The two most common types of 
damage are winter burn, a type of 
drouth damage, and mechanical 
damage by ice, snow, and wind. 

Evergreens are winter burned 
when their needles lose moisture 
faster than their roots can replace 
it. The needles are injured first. 
They turn brown, drop off, and in 
severe cases, entire limbs are killed. 
Youngest branches near top of tree 
are damaged first. 

Winter burn is most serious on 
newly transplanted evergreens with 

rly established root systems. 
But mature evergreens are some- 
times damaged in the winter follow- 
ing a summer drouth. 

Anything which will reduce the 
supply of water to the needles ag- 
gravates winter burn. Dry winds, 
frozen soil, and bright sun all con- 
tribute to it. 

To prevent winter burn, con- 


Use temporary screen to protect fall- 
planted evergreens from dry winds 


tinue to soak the root zone of your 
evergreens as late in the winter as 
possible. Mulch the plants to pre- 
vent unecessary water loss. And 
screen younger plants from drying 
winds with temporary screens. 

You can do several things to 
protect your evergreens from snow 
and ice damage. 

Strong stakes tied to the central 
stems of upright evergreens will 
keep them from snapping under 
the weight of snow and ice. Spiral 
wrapping will help the trees shed 
snow, and reduce the weight they 
must carry. Watch particularly to 
see that evergreens under eaves are 
not damaged by snow sliding off 
the roof. If this is likely, then stak- 
ing and tying is definitely called for. 
These protective steps should be 
taken early. 

But later in the season, when 
snow does come, brush it off your 
plants while it is still dry and loose. 
Don’t let it accumulate to alter- 
nately thaw and freeze or you'll 
soon have your plants in an ice 
pack that will really be a problem.

This term 
also includes “‘prints’’—that is, etchings, serigraphs, litho- 
graphs—because here the artist designs the plate, block, or 
stencil from which the print is made, and also supervises the 
printmaking process, and numbers and signs the limited 
number of prints. 

It isn’t true that originals and prints are always expen- 
sive—it is possible to buy some for as little as $15 to $50. If 
you're partial to drawings, for example, look for the pre- 
liminary sketches an artist makes before doing oil paintings 
—they can be bought for very little. 

Picture ‘“‘reproductions” are copies of originals, often 
great works, made by printing processes ,comparable to 
those used by many books and magazines. Reproductions 
are an inexpensive way to acquire pictures that have earned 
the reputation of good art among art experts. These cost less 
than originals because an unlimited number of copies can be 
made using these processes of reproduction. 

Prices range from the 5-cent post-card size and 25 cents or 
50 cents for 8x10s to the larger sizes that sell for $15 and up. 
Present-day printing processes achieve amazingly faithful 
copies.

2 cups sifted enriched flour 

14 teaspoon salt 
Beat the egg yolks until thick and 
lemon-colored; gradually beat in 
sugar. Gently stir in butter. Fold 
in whipped cream and cardamom. 
Sift together flour and salt; grad- 
ually fold into yolk mixture just 
enough to make soft dough. Chill 
well. Divide dough in half. On 
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lightly floured surface, roll each 
piece to 4 inch. Cut in 3x34-inch 
strips.* Cut a slit lengthwise in 
center of each and pull one end 
through. Fry a few at a time in 
deep, hot fat (375°) about 1 to 1% 
minutes, or till a very light golden 
brown.

Bake in moderate oven 
(350°) about 12 minutes or till 
lightly browned. Cool. To remove: 
Invert molds and tap lightly. 
(Clean molds with dry cloth only.) 
Makes about 5 dozen. 

*They look like tiny fluted tart 
pans. If you don’t have these 
Swedish molds, you can use the 
very tiny foilware pans (but cookies 
won’t have fluted edge). 


Toffee Butter Crunch 


Toffee’s coated with chocolate, then with 
nuts. Some candy!— 
1 cup butter 
114 cups sugar 
1 tablespoon light corn syrup 
3 tablespoons water 
1 cup coarsely chopped blanched 
almonds, toasted 
4 414-ounce bars milk 
chocolate, melted 
1 cup finely chopped blanched 
almonds, toasted 
Melt butter in large saucepan. Add 
sugar, corn syrup, and water. Cook 
over medium heat, stirring now and 
then,*to hard-crack stage (300°).* 
Quickly stir in coarsely chopped 
nuts; spread in well-greased 13x 
916x2-inch pan. Cool thoroughly. 
Turn out on waxed paper; spread 
top with half the chocolate; sprin- 
kle with half of finely chopped nuts. 
Cover with waxed paper; invert 
and spread again with chocolate. 
Sprinkle top with remaining nuts. 
If necessary, chill to firm choco- 
late. Break in pieces. 
*Watch carefully after tempera- 
ture reaches 280°. 


Springerle 


“Christmas flavored” with anise. Use 
Springerle pin or mold for the embossed 
designs— 

4 eggs 

4 cups (1 pound) sifted con- 

fectioners’ sugar 

20 drops anise oil 

4 cups sifted enriched flour 

1 teaspoon soda 

Crushed anise seed 
With electric mixer, beat eggs till 
light. Gradually add sugar and con- 
tinue beating on high speed for 15 
minutes or till like soft meringue. 
Add anise oil. Sift together flour 
and soda; blend into egg mixture 
on low speed. Cover bowl tightly 
with waxed paper or foil and let 
Stand about 15 minutes (for easier 
handling). Divide dough in thirds. 
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On lightly floured surface, roll each 
piece in an 8-inch square, a little 
more than 14 inch thick. Let stand 
1 minute. Dust springerle rolling 
pin or mold lightly with flour; roll 
or press hard enough to make clear 
design. With a sharp knife, cut 
the cookies apart. Place on lightly 
floured surface; cover with a towel 
and let stand overnight. Grease 
baking sheets and sprinkle each 
with 11% to 2 teaspoons crushed 
anise seed. Brush excess flour from 
cookies; with finger, rub under- 
side very lightly with cold water 
and place on baking sheets. Bake 
in slow oven (300°) about 20 min- 
utes, till light straw color. Makes 6 
dozen. Tasting-Test Kitchen note: 
Springerle cookies are best if you 
keep them a few days in tightly 
covered container before eating. 


Best-of-all Fudge 


It really is—so smooth, so creamy, and 
just chocolate-y enough— 

4 cups sugar 

1 1414-ounce can (1% cups) 

evaporated milk 

1 cup butter or margarine 

2 6-ounce packages (about 2 cups) 

semisweet chocolate pieces 

1 pint marshmallow creme 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 cup broken California walnuts 
Cook the sugar, milk, and butter to 
the soft-ball stage (236°), stirring 
frequently. Remove from heat; add 
chocolate, marshmallow creme, 
vanilla, and nuts. Beat till choco- 
late is melted and blended. Pour 
into a buttered 9x9x2-inch pan.* 
Immediately score the candy in 
squares; when cool, cut in squares. 
Makes 3 dozen 1)4-inch pieces. 

*For thinner pieces, use 13x914x 
2-inch pan. 

Snowball Loaf 
Bright pieces of candied fruit in each 
slice. “Snow”? ts wing— 

2 packages active dry yeast 

or 2 cakes compressed yeast 

\4 cup water 

1 cup milk, scalded 

16 cup sugar 
l4 cup shortening 

11% teaspoons salt 

4 to 414 cups sifted enriched flour 

1 teaspoon grated lemon peel 

2 beaten eggs 

1 cup mixed diced candied fruits 

and peels 
. . . 

1 recipe Confectioners’ Icing 
Soften active dry yeast in warm wa- 
ter, or compressed yeast in lukewurm 
water. Combine milk, sugar, short- 
ening, and salt. Cool to lukewarm. 
Add about 2 cups of the flour and 
the lemon peel; beat till smooth. 
Add eggs and beat well. Stir in 
softened yeast. Add fruits and 
peels. Stir in remaining flour to 
make soft dough. Cover; let rest 10 
minutes. Knead on lightly floured 
surface till smooth and elastic (6 to 
8 minutes): Place in lightly greased 
bowl, turning once to grease sur- 
face. Cover; let rise in warm place 
till double (about 2 hours). Punch 
down. Divide dough in half. Cover 
and let rest 10 minutes. Shape in 2 
balls. Place on greased cooky sheet 
and pat tops to flatten slightly. 


Cover and let rise till almost double 
(about 2 hours). Bake in moderate 
oven (350°) 25 to 30 minutes. 
While still slightly warm, frost with 
Confectioners’ Icing (recipe, page 
98) and decorate with candied 
cherries and citron. Makes 2 round 
loaves.

Pretty bread for Christmas breakfast or

Stir in 2 cups of the flour. Add eggs; 
mix well. Stir in softened yeast. 
Add remaining flour or enough to 
make soft dough. Turn onto lightly 
floured surface; cover and let rest 
10 minutes. Knead until smooth 
and elastic 5 to 8 minutes. Place in 
lightly greased bowl, turning once 
to grease surface. Cover and let rise 
in warm place till double (about 
114 hours). Punch down and let 
rise again till double (about 1 
hour). Round dough into ball; 
cover and let rest 10 minutes. On 
lightly floured surface, roll in 18x 
9-inch rectangle, !4 inch thick. 
For Candied-fruit Filling: Spread 
dough with 2 tablespoons soft but- 
ter. Combine 4 cup sugar and 2 
teaspoons cinnamon; add 14 cup 
chopped mixed candied fruits and 
peels. Sprinkle over dough. Roll as 
for jelly roll beginning at long end. 
Seal long edge. Shape in ring, 
sealed side down, on greased bak- 
irfg sheet; seal ends of ring. With 
scissors snip 24 of the way to center 
at 11-inch intervals. Turn each 
section slightly to one side. Cover 
and let double (about 45 minutes). 
Bake in moderate oven (375°) 
about 25 minutes. To match picture, 
tuck additional bits of candied fruit 
in the spirals after baking.

Glaze cooled cake by brushing with hot 
corn syrup.

way from Nazareth.” 

“There is no room.” 

“Mary is expecting a child. A 
child is to be born.” 

A stillness hung over our little 
world. Even the children who had 
tried to entertain me with their an- 
tics were silent. The women, 
wrapped in their rebozos, the men 
in their serapes, were like a group 
which might actually have clus- 
tered around the Bethlehem stable 
long years ago. 

The adobe door opened and the 
householder said, “Come in. There 
is a corner here you can have. 
There is straw here for Joseph and 
Mary.” 

The figures were set down in 
the straw where a nacimiento, a 
manger scene, had been prepared. 
We knelt for an Ave Maria and an 
“Our Father.” Then a chant was 
intoned: 

“O gracious pilgrim, 
O purest Mary, 
I offer thee my soul 
To be thy refuge.” 

Posada means “lodging.” Leg- 
end says that Mary and Joseph 
had to beg lodging eight nights 
during their journey from Naza- 
reth to Bethlehem. On the ninth 
night, Christmas Eve, the figure of 
the Christ Child was placed in the 
nacimiento. 

Now the serious mood was bro- 
ken by a youngster’s shout: “‘Pin- 
ata!’ He pointed to a large clay 
pot suspended from the ceiling. 
This was the pinata, lavishly dec- 
orated with crepe paper and filled 
with gifts. 

One by one the children were 
blindfolded, given a palo (a broom- 
stick), and spun around until they 
were dizzy. Then they tried to 
smash the pinata. Each had three 
tries at it, but their blows went 
wild, especially since the pinata 
was on a rope and a man kept 
maneuvering it up and down and 
out of reach. 


After the children, it was my 
turn. Blindfolded and dizzy, I 
would have had no better luck 
than the others only that I suspect 
the leader adjusted the pinata di- 
rectly in my line of attack. My 
palo connected with the clay pot 
and down it came amidst a shower 
of gifts and candy. 

During the mad scramble, an 
elderly Mexican woman picked up 
a special gift, a rosary in a small 
white box. 

“This,” she said, “is for our 
friend.” 

She placed the box affectionate- 
ly into my hands. I opened it and 
held up the beads and the cross. 
Everywhere throughout Mexico 
and Latin American countries 
people had their posadas and the 
breaking of the pinata, but this 
was mine, mine to draw me closer 
to the heart of a generous and be- 
lieving nation. 

** Ustedes son mis amigos... . you 
are my friends,” I said, and the 
generous feeling of Christmas held 
us in its spell. 

The following year, during the

had more intimate contact with the 
various religious faiths of the world. 
Dr. Bach has spent the past 15 years 
in travel and research among both 
the well-known and the little-known 
denominations, sects, and cults. 





Advent season, a writing assign- 
ment took me to Germany, a 
country traditionally rich in yule- 
tide lore. It was now 8 years since 
Hitler’s war. Ruins and suffering 
were still widespread, but Christ- 
mas, the eternal star in man’s dark- 
est sky, was calling its people to re- 
turn to the Prince of Peace. 

In the cities, stores and streets 
were decorated. In the villages 
there was scarcely a home without 
a Christmas wreath or tree. 
Churches, many of them cold and 
only partially rebuilt, were filled 
with worshippers. In Frankfort, 
children were flocking to the Op- 
era House to see a performance of 
Hansel and Gretel. In Stuttgart, 
among the rubble, stood a huge il- 
luminated tree with a large sign: 
“Beyond the blackest night, the 
dawn is breaking.” I delivered 
some American gift packages in a 
tenement house in Kassel and 
heard a_ phonograph playing 
“White Christmas.” 

In Bocholt where I was a guest 
in a refugee home, the family had 
its traditional Advent-Kranz, an 
evergreen wreath suspended hori- 
zontally from the ceiling by four 
ribbons. In the wreath were four 
white candles, one for each Ad- 
vent Sunday. 


‘i family was there, Father, 
Mother, two daughters, and a 
son. I suppose the lighting of can- 
dles can be a very simple thing. 
But when on this fourth and final 
Sunday of Advent my host said, 
“You must light the Advent- 
Kranz,” it became for me a sacred 
ritual. First there was a prayer of 
thankfulness for peace. Then the 
father timed a Scripture text to 
my lighting of the four tapers: “I 
am the Light of the World. He who 
followeth Me does not walk in the 
darkness, but will have the light of 
life.’ After this we joined hands 
around the wreath and sang the 
most famous of all our Christmas

hymns, “Stille Nacht, Heilige 
Nacht.” The song filled the room 
with a spirit that helped to heal 
the wounds of war. 


On the day before Christmas I 
went over into the Russian sector. 
A hotel clerk in West Berlin cau- 
tioned me about the trip but add- 
ed, “‘At Christmastime you will not 
have the difficulty you might have 
at other times. The spirit of Christ- 
mas gets over the Russian line.” 

He was right. I encountered no 
special inconvenience. But the 
walk from the East Berlin station 
to Marien Kirche was a long and 
lonely trek. This was at the height 
of the Stalin regime. Giant por- 
traits of the dictator hung on the 
buildings, huge signs said: ‘With 
hammer and sickle, with book and 
gun, forward into Socialism!” 

The air was heavy as the leaden 
sky. No sound of carols, no laugh- 
ter, no Christmas trees, no lighted 
candles did I see. But Marten Kirche 
was crowded to the doors, and the 
Red watchers forbade no one to 
go in. 

Some 800 people sat huddled in 
the cold church, silent and re- 
signed. Most of them were poorly 
dressed. Their faces were lined. 
Their eyes were fastened on the 
Krippe, the large but simply fash- 
ioned Nativity scene. The minister 
came in and climbed into the high 
pulpit. Songs were sung, songs of 
the Christmastide which are never 
without hope and never without 
the hint of childlike faith. One 
must hear “‘Silent Night” in such 
a setting to understand how ideal- 
istic and full of the divine nature 
of things it really is. 


I went to two services. Late that 
evening on the way back to West 
Berlin a German woman sat facing 
me in the train. She was clutch- 
ing a small Christmas parcel in her 
hands. Only after I convinced her 
that I was an American could I en- 
gage her in conversation. Then she 
said in a quiet whisper, “I live in 
the Russian zone. I would be thank- 
ful if I lived here in the sector. Those 
in the sector wish they could live 
in West Berlin. Those in West Ber- 
lin would give much to live in West 
Germany. Those in West Germany 
would give even more to live in the 
United States.” 

Her eyes were full of longing, 
but when she got off at her destina- 
tion, just before I crossed the 
“Tron Curtain,” she said with 
typically undying human _ hope, 
“*Froehliche Weinachten . . . Merry 
Christmas to you!” 

Christmas in the non-Christian 
countries can also be a rich ex- 
perience. Somehow all of the 
world’s great religions respect and 
appreciate the spirit of the Nativity 
and find in their own beliefs some 
relationship with the miracle of 
Bethlehem. 

In Burma, Japan, and Ceylon 
the Buddhists feel they know what 
the deeper meaning of Christmas 
signifies: God revealing Himself 
anew to man. In the Moslem coun- 
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try of Pakistan, I heard the Salva- 
tion Army sing carols and solicit 
help for the poor. “Christmas,” 
said a Pakistani, “makes us all 
more charitable.” 

In India, where only 2 percent 
of the 368,000,000 inhabitants are 
Christian, I saw Parsees, Hindus, 
and Sikhs distribute special gifts to 
the outcaste and the needy. 

On the island of Haiti which, of 
course, is officially Christian, I 
went one Christmas Eve into the 
jungle hinterlands to witness a non- 
Christian voodoo ceremony. Even 
here the Christmas narrative had 
penetrated. At midnight, Haitian 
mothers brought their babies to be 
baptized as a remembrance that on 
this mystical night a Sacred Child 
made all children more holy. To 
the beat of drums and the whir of 
Christian and voodoo chants, they 
worshipped in their primitive and 
highly emotionalized way. 


Bu my most vivid recollection 
of Christmas, in a land where 
Christians are in the minority, is 
the unforgettable country where 


tommy-guns keep their uneasy and 
unbroken vigil. You will not pass 
to and fro across this “‘no man’s 
land” at any time excepting Christ- 
mas and Easter. On Christmas 
Eve the miracle begins. The 
guards on both sides of the Man- 
delbaum Gate put aside their guns 
and wave to each other as if to in- 
dicate that all is well and that for 
48 hours there will be no incidents.

Wire 11 brass curtain rings to 
tree in a 2-1-2-1-1-1-1-1-1 zigzag 
pattern, fixing the last at the very 
top for hanging. Wire ribbon bow 
to base.

Snowball tree and elf 


Fasten a 2!4-foot gnarled branch 
to wood block or heavy needle- 
point holder.

How to build a Christmas 
creche and figures 


Materials needed 


Select cleaned cornhusks, corn 
silk, cobs, and stalks; a large hand- 
ful of wheat straws, heavy paper; 
two pieces No. 12 (light coat-hang- 
er) wire, 18 inches long; all-pur- 
pose fabric dye; carpet thread; 
plastic glue, seven acorns or small 
wooden balls; assorted paints. 


Creche 


1. Bend wires at right angles 1 
inch from ends, then shape at cen- 
ter to form arched roof. 

2. Cut four 9-inch pieces of corn- 
stalk for corner pillars, and insert 
bent end of wires in each. 

3. Cut straws approximately 15 
inches long and tie together with 
thread to form mat backing. Glue 
mat to corner posts. 

Make two similar mats, approx- 





imately 9x11 inches, for sides, and 
another 22x12 inches for roof with 
front overhang. 


Figures 


1. For coloring robes, fill 2-quart 
jars with water and add selected 
dye color to each. Soak clean corn- 
husks in solution for 24 hours. Dry 
thoroughly. 

2. For figures, cut one 9-inch- 
diameter circle of heavy paper— 
and one of 12-inch diameter. Cut 
each into six equal, pie-shaped 
pieces. 

Make a cone of each piece and 
glue firmly. (Vary these figure 
bodies from 4 to 6 inches in height, 
kneeling Wise Men shortest and 
shepherd tallest.) 

3. Cover cones with natural 
cornhusks and fasten with glue. 

4. Paint facial features on acorns 
or small wooden balls and glue to 
top of cones. 

5. Glue cornsilk to acorns to 
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form hair and beards, if wanted. 
6. Drape the colored cornhusks 
about cones in flowing manner of 
Biblical costumes. Glue in place. 
7. Make appropriate crowns and 
head pieces of colored husks. 
8. Miniature jeweled gifts or 
staffs may be added as wanted. 


Crib 
Cut piece of natural cornhusk 6 


inches long; gather and fasten at 
ends with a round of corncob. 





Support this cradle between 
pieces of cornstalk cut 3 inches 
long and set in sawhorse fashion. 

Set the completed creche and 
figures on a sandstone block or 
wooden slab. A bur-oak branch 
fastened in an earthen or cinder 
clod and a hanging star of foil pa- 
per complete the Christmas scene. 


Wreath of succulent plants 


Use “‘T” pins to fasten a row of 
overlapping green leaves around 
outer and inner edges of large plas- 
tic-foam circle. Let points of leaves 
protrude about 11% inches beyond 
the edge of the circle. 

Cover top in same way, alter- 
nating points of leaves in rows. 

Fasten plants of uniform size in 
rows by pushing ““T”’ pins through 
heart of plant. With bottom clus- 
ter of sedums, use artificial grapes 
wired and pinned in place. 


List of pods used in wreath 


Agave clusters, cypress cones, 
strelitzia pods, pine cones, straw- 
berry corn, wisteria, bottle tree 
pods, magnolia, liquid amber pods, 
okra, Hawaiian pomegranate, 
miniature wood roses, flaming eu- 
calyptus, fall-in-the-water-poison- 
the-fish, open and closed artichoke*. 

*Place green artichokes in war™ 
oven for about 20 minutes. When 
dry, bleach in a solution of 14 wa- 
ter and 4 liquid bleach. 


Table tree of succulent 
plants and red berries 


Materials: Paper for pattern, 
piece of 14-inch wire mesh, light- 
gauge florist wire, succulent plants 
(variety gives interesting color 
values), 12 to 15 hen-and-chicken 
plants, glass plate, brass trivet. 

Procedure: 1. Cut paper circle 18 
inches in diameter and fold into 
eighths. Use % of circle for pattern. 

2. Cut wire mesh to fit pattern. 

3. Shape mesh into cone; inter- 
lock and bend ends to fasten. 

4. Beginning at top, insert stems 
(about 2 inches long) of smallest 
plants into wire cone. Gradually 
increasing size of plants, work 
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down cone. Each succeeding row 
will hold above plants in place. 

5. Use hen-and-chicken plants 
for bottom rows. String each plant 
close to base with florist wire, 
weaving wire through mesh as 
each plant is added. 

6. Wire small clusters of red 
berries to toothpicks and insert at 
top of tree and near base. 

7. Set completed tree on clear- 
glass plate taped to brass trivet. 


How to make gourd bells 


Cut or saw lower third from well- 
shaped gourds. Remove seeds and 
wash inside and out with a bleach- 
ing solution. When dry and hard, 
cover with gold paint. Use pine 
cones for clappers. 


For a Della Robbia wreath 


Cut center from a discarded 
bamboo tray, leaving a broad (4 
to 5 inches), flat rim to hold weight 
of fruit; fasten circle of heavy wire 
to inner edge. 

With transparent tape, fasten 
magnolia leaves—brown backs up 
—around outer edge of frame. Use 
curved upholstery needle to thread 
each tangerine with thin florist 
wire, leaving 3- to 4-inch ends 
which can be pushed through 
frame and tied at back.

General instructions 





Since two aluminum-foil sur- 
faces cannot be glued together with 
the usual household adhesives, use 
the following method: cut small 
circles from paper toweling: use a 
vinyl glue to fasten a paper circle 
to each foil surface you want to 
join; then glue pieces together at 
point where paper circles touch. 

For ease in handling, rest bell 
and ‘“‘funnel’’ ornaments in a wa- 
ter glass while decorating. 

Beads, sequins, and so on which 
are glued to aluminum foil should 
dry overnight before handling be- 
cause glue sets slowly on any metal 
surface. Drying process can be has- 
tened by placing freshly glued 
ornaments in warm oven. 

Easy way to glue sequins and 
keep hands free of glue: use a 
toothpick to leave a tiny dot of 
glue where each sequin is to be 
placed; wipe toothpick lightly to 
remove excess glue and use still- 
moist toothpick to pick up and 
place each sequin. 

Get variety and individuality in 
ornaments made from aluminum- 
foil plates by using unusual com- 
binations of colored paper trims; 
cutting various edges for the orna- 
ments, such as “‘petals,”’ scallops, 
and star points; and using ingen- 
ious decorations, such as_ beads, 
sequins, braid, and yarn. 


Roset te-shape ornaments 
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Base for these is aluminum-foil 
plates in assorted sizes—from tart 
plates to pieplates. 

1. Trim off crimped edging. Save 
edgings to use later for elliptical 
open shapes and icicles described 
below. 

2. Cut sides of trimmed plates 
into scallops, petals, or sharp star 
points. 

3. Cut circles of brightly colored 
glow paper (slashing or scalloping 
the edges for styling), and glue to 
aluminum plates. 

You may want to use a Christ- 
mas ball in the center of an orna- 
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ment. First, glue a circle of paper 
toweling to center of aluminum- 
foil plate. Punch hole in center of 
paper circle and plate with scissors 
or ice pick to hold neck of Christ- 
mas ball. Insert ball and glue to 
paper circle. 

Both plate and center ball can 
be decorated with sequins, beads, 
brass curtain rings, odd shapes cut 
from glow paper, gold or silver 
braid, odd stones from discarded 
jewelry, or bits of yarn. 

To make a handsome double ro- 
sette, glue a smaller tart plate in- 
side a pieplate and decorate each 
in blending or sharply contrasting 
colors of glow paper. 








To make a two-sided rosette, as 
handsome on one side as the other, 
glue a second plate of the same 
size to the back of the first plate. 
It’s easier to decorate each plate 
completely before joining them to 
make the finished ornament. 

To make a four- or eight-point- 
ed star, use the bottoms of two foil 
plates that are the same size. Fold 
each circular bottom in half and 
cut into star points, using first as a 
pattern for the second. Glue to- 
gether at center to form a dimen- 
sional star. Decorate star ornament 
with beads, sequins, or colored pa- 
pers and braids. 


Christmas bell and double 


funnel ornaments 


For bell, use one-half the bottom 
of an aluminum-foil plate (size of 
plate will determine size of bell).

The bottom of one foil plate will 
make two bell ornaments or one 
“double funnel” ornament. 





For double funnel, make two 
bell ornaments and fasten together 
at base with small pieces of trans- 
parent tape. Cover joining with 
braid, fringed or “‘pinked” glow 
paper, a curl of crimped edging 
cut from plate, and so on. Make 
fringed or pointed top and bottom 
pieces of glow paper to finish off 
double funnel. Add sequins and 
glitter, if desired. 


Icicle ornaments 


To make an icicle, first be care- 
ful.to cut off beading which forms 
the outermost part of the crimped 
edging found on aluminum-foil 


plates. Take remaining piece of 
edging and wrap it around a pencil 
or wooden dowel to make a curl. 
Remove and punch small hole at 
top. Insert fine wire for hanging. 


Open elliptical shapes 


To make attractive, contrasting 
open shapes, use crimped edging 
cut from plates used in rosettes. 
Cut edging into thirds or fourths; 
join two pieces of equal length at 
top and bottom with transparent

tape, making an elliptical shape 
that is open in center. These may 
be hooked over tree branches. 

Open shapes can be made into 
mobiles by hanging objects that 
move in the center—a_ small 
Christmas ball or decorated empty 
thread spool. 

To make an “‘ice cream cone” to 
hang in center of an open shape, 
glue a funnel of glow paper to the 
bottom of a Christmas ball, then 
fringe a circle of glow paper to 
glue to the top of the ball. 

Or fill the center of an open 
shape with a tree form of trunk and 
leaves cut from glow paper and 
foil. Tape this, top and bottom, so 
the tree runs through the center of 
the open ornament. 


Paper fringe 





To make paper or ribbon fringe, 
wind strip of selected width in roll 
and cut several thicknesses at one 
time. One or both edges of strip 
may be fringed in this way. 


Make a cranberry tree 


From cardboard, cut triangular 
piece 19 inches high and 21 inches 
across base. For tree trunk, cut 
piece 5 inches long and 3 inches 
wide. Staple trunk to tree and cov- 
er all with green metallic paper. 
Staple fifteen 4-inch foil plates in 
rows, 5-4-3-2-1, to tree. 

Paint bottoms of plates with 
glue and cover with layer of firm, 
raw cranberries. Let dry (about 
24 hours.) 

After placing tree, insert spruce 
tips and cones around edges, be- 
tween plates, and at base. String 
7 to 10 cranberries on fine wire and 
shape into rings for ornaments 
along mantel top. 


A foil-plate table tree 


From pasteboard, cut a triangle 
22 inches high and 36 inches across 
base. Shape into a cone, staple 
edges together, and cover with 
green metallic paper. Cut fifty 4- 
inch (across top) foil plates in half 
and cut out flat, center section, 
leaving 14 inch for stapling. Start 
at bottom of cone to pin or staple 
half-circles, edges touching. Add 
second row of plate rims, placing 
half-circles so centers touch edges 
of two lower half-circles—for a 
swag effect. Repeat procedure for 
seven rows, pulling in half-circles 
to conform to cone. 

For top rows, cut plate rims in 
thirds and fasten sections as before. 
Make pasteboard circle, 11 inches 
in diameter, to fit into base of

cone. Cut hole in center to fit over 
tree-trunk pole. 

For base of tree, fix a 26-inch 
dowel pole or mailing tube into a 
6-inch square block of plastic 
foam, 1 inch deep. Cover with 
green metallic paper and pin 
foil-plate circles around _ base, 
pleating them in to fit two circles 
on each side. Put glue on top of 
tube and insert in cone-shaped tree 
until tube touches at top. Hold 
straight until glue is set. 


For a foil-plate wreath 


Pin 12 foil tart plates (with edges 
cut into sharp points) to a plastic- 


foam wreath 12 inches in diameter. 
Cut bottom out of a large foil pie- 
plate and cut sides into sharp 
points. Pin this circle around open 
center of foam wreath. 

Glue circles of red glow paper 
(with edges cut into sharp points) 
to centers of tart plates. 

Tape small, gold Christmas balls 
around open center of wreath. Add 
a length of fine wire and a brass 
curtain ring for hanging.

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Nonmetal furniture 


The greatest enemy of wooden garden 
furniture is moisture. Rain, dampness 
in the ground—even light dew—can rot, 
warp, and eventually ruin good furni- 
ture. Prevention is easier than repair. 

Make a periodic check of wood sur- 
faces to uncover rot before it has a 
chance to do great damage. Remove 
and replace defective pieces, then apply 
preservative, penetrating stain, or paint, 
to seal out moisture and help save fur- 
niture from further damage. 

Check nuts, bolts, nails, and screws 
for tightness and freedom from rust. 





Check for rot on surfaces in contact with 
ground, and in joints where water may collect. 
Replace rotted pieces, coat with preservative 





Cut off protruding ends of broken split-rattan 
strips to stop continued unraveling. Pull re- 
mainder taut, nail to the frame. Glue adds 
strength, while flatheaded nails grip tightly

Tighten existing bolts or replace screws with 
bolts to take wobbles out of loose joints. Coat 
newly drilled holes with a wood preservative

Remove splinters and rough spots with heavy 
grade sandpaper, sand lightly to smooth finish.

Protect split-rattan furniture with coat of thin 
shellac brushed over entire surface. Varnish

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Fabrics require care if they are to last 


Cushions, pads, pillows, and uphol- 
stery, like the basic frames they cover, 
need your care, too. Sunlight will 
bleach, rain or dampness will cause 
mildew. Dust and dirt, always present, 
will speed wear by weakening fibers. 


To keep the upholstery clean, sponge 
lightly over plastic-covered pads, but 


remove cotton or synthetic covers for 
laundering or dry cleaning. If the covers 
can't be removed, treat fabrics with a 
commercial cleaning preparation. 





Where direct application of water is im- 
practical because of danger from water soak- 
ing through to the filling, remove covers and 
have them machine laundered or dry cleaned

around a clock. . 

“Concentration of garden inter- 
est on propagation of special plant 
material has, I have observed, 
often developed into a pleasant 
and profitable ‘retirement busi- 
ness.’ This has happened to scores 
of men who started it purely as a 
spare-time activity. 

“You can do effective hybridiz- 
ing in mighty small areas actually, 
and take time for experiments that 
the professional hybridizers have 
not time or inclination to get into.
